HAWTHORNE RACING. 



The tremendous rain storm of the early morn- 
ing flooded the track at Hawthorne, and 
although its well-tiled surface was safe horse- 
men used the blue pencil to such an extent that 
the card of six races was so disfigured as to be 
hardly recognizable. The third race— for which 
8torm King, Dare II., David Tenny, Eddie 
Burke, Dunois and Dr. Sheppard were engaged 
— was declared off, the others all scratching 
away from Foster Bros.’ big mud-eater. The 
sixth race, a selling affair at six furlongs, was 
also declared off, and so to make up the five 
races of the day a one-mile selling race was sub- 
stituted. 

Of the fifty entries in the four original races, 
twenty-one were scratched. The second race 
was the only one greatly injured, but here 
Jolly Roger, Greatland, Queen of Song, Souchon 
and Tulla Fonso declining the issue, practically 
deprived the event of interest. Despite the un- 
favorable outlook— and quite outside the acci- 
dents of racing— there were matters deterrent 
in nature, yet a large crowd of persons appear- 
ed at the course. The sky cleared at 1:30 p.m. 
and the afternoon was a most enjoyable one 
from the weather standpoint. Where on Satur- 
day last twenty-one bookmakers appeared in 
the betting ring proper (there had been twenty- 
two but for lack of tools with which to do busi- 
ness), only thirteen regular pencillers “cut in.” 

In the first race Bannockburn, the high-class 
stake horse, got away third to Bliss Rucker and 
Lizzie Cavalier and in the first furlong going 
to the front, galloped all the way, Lizzie 
Cavalier, always second, beating Hosi ten 
lengths. Bliss Rucker fell away after going 
three-eighths and Black Fonso showed third to 
the last three-sixteenths, when, dying away, 
the race for third money was left to Sybaris 
and Hosi, the latter winning in a drive. Miss 
Fairmount, “absolutely,” was beaten one- 
eight of a mile. 

Jinks, a 2 to 5 shot, had a tight race of it with 
Boney Boy, the pair outracing the others from 
the start. The son of Blitzen, if ridden by a 
stronger boy than Rose, might have won even 
in the deep going next the fence, the position 
he was in after reaching the home stretch. Tur- 
ner, on the favorite, worked tooth and nail clear 
in from the last eighth post and finally landed 
Jinks a winner. Approval, getting off third, 
was outrun by L. Pillott Jr, who was third to 
the last eighth. At the finish Doremus came 
from behind and beat Approval for the show 
money. Sevens could never get to the horses 
mentioned. 

“Lon”Haskell,once a great pigeon shot and now 
owner of Elidad, has all along said : “Someday 
my horse will win a good race ” And yesterday 
it came off. Elidad’s post price was 60, 8, 3 to 2 
and some of the bookmakers said as the horses 
went to the post : “Strange as it may seem, there 
is smart money going on Elidad.” However, 
the post price would indicate that very little 
money was bet on the winner. Elidad got off 
to a good start for all but Mr. Easton, who was 
four lengths behind the bunch passing the 
judges the first time. Around the first turn 
•Elidad, in the lead, was joined by Her Favor, 
^ue two racing alongside to the middle of the 
upper turn where Her Favor fell back to Daisy 
F. and Friar John, which pair had run up the 
back stretch four lengths behind the leaders. 
Elidad at once began to open a big gap and at 
every stride he went further away, so that at 
the finish he won pulled to a walk by many yards. 
Mr. Easton had caught his horses at the last 
quarter, and, passing on, he was second 
home from Friar John by many lengths, 
the last named horse just beating Her Favor. 
Daisy F., pulled up, was at the last sixteenth 



post when Elidad crossed the wire. Peter 
Riley laid 150 to 1 for $15 against Elidad. W. H. 
Cherry and Frank Phillips had a bet down on 
the long shot. Dick Speakman, Willie Martin’s 
friend, had $35 on. 

Vitrola went out in front for the fourth race 
but was caught at the fai; turn by Con Reagan 
who, passing to the front was hard ridden in 
the last 50 yards to stall off the bold bid of Del 
Paso II, who ran second the last quarter and 
one jump past the wire was in the lead of Con 
Reagan. C. H. Whelan was always third. 
Brother Fred stayed in company for three- 
eighths. 

In the last race King Bermuda led for three- 
quarters, where Swordsman passed him. Here 
Reuben Rowett was third. King Bermuda and 
Reuben Rowett stopped in the straight, and 
Winslow, passing them 150 yards out, went hot 
after Swordsman, who, though brought to a 
drive, managed to win. Winslow 7 beat the others 
off, and Can’t Dance, plugging along through 
the mud, outstayed the tiring lot that had made 
the pace and ran third. Jay Bird was second to 
King Bermuda for a quarter, then fell away 
stride by stride. Sister Adele finished “abso- 
lutely.” 

In the report of the disqualification of Cherry 
Leaf and Nathanson in favor of Madrilene 
August 11, it was stated that Mr. T. C. McDowell, 
owner of Madrilene, was called into the judges 
stand before the decision was made. The 
gentleman referred to said yesterday: “I was 
not in the judges stand on the occasion men- 
tioned; never had an idea of making any kick, 
and as far as I know, no claim for foul was 
lodged.” 

Mr. J. F. Caldwell, one of America’s veteran 
starters, took his position at Hawthorne Mon- 
day and will there touch off the machine for 
the balance of the meeting. It seems Caldwell 
was engaged for Hawthorne six months 
ago but the management being asked by 
horse owners and trainers to give W. F. Bruen 
a week’s trial, employed the young starter, 
with the permission of Mr. Caldwell. Bruen’s 
work was entirely satisfactory to the Haw- 
thorne officials, and the public concurred in ap- 
plauding his efforts. Mr. Caldwell’s starting 
yesterday was nearly perfection. Bad actors at 
the post will be barred until they are schooled 
to break with the others. 



NOTES OF THE TURF. 



The Kentucky Association grounds have be- 
gun to assume an air of bustle and business. 
Stables are being put in order for the annual 
influx of yearlings which are broken every fall 
at this track. Among the yearlings which have 
already come in are those of Bromley & Co., 
which are being handled by Wm. Steele, who 
was with Bauer & Co. last season. The Eastin 
<fc Larabie string has also arrived and are 
being broken by Ed Headley. Among these is a 
full sister to Halma. Cy Hughes also took up 
a number of youngsters this week. Will Hayes 
is also expected in a few days to break the 
yearlings belonging to his brother T. P. Hayes. 
— (The Thoroughbred Record.) 

Probably the best yearlings at Latonia are 
those belonging to vV. Showalter. The two most 
promising of the lot are fillies. Horsemen who 
have watched this pair work say that they are 
two of the finest youngsters they ever looked at. 
One of them is a nail sister to rancnita il., by 
W’agner— Glen Belie. The otner is by Likely, 
and her work shows that she does not belie the 
name of her sire.
